New Delhi, the 1st March, 1993 
Subject :— Import of Gold and Silver 

F. No. IPC14 [5(276)192-97—Attention is invited to 
the entry occurring at Si. No. 4 in Section J—Miscel¬ 
laneous Items of the Negative List of Imports under 
Chapter XV, Part II, Paragraph 156 of the Export 
and Import Policy, 1992-97 under which, ‘Gold in 
any form including liquid gold’ is not permitted to be 
imported except against a licence or in accordance 
with a Public Notice issued in this behalf. This posi¬ 
tion continues with respect to the import of gold. 

2. Attention is also invited to Ministry of Commerce 
Notification No. 106 (N-30) [92-97 dated 1st March, 
1993, whereunder the item “Silver an any form” has 
been added as an item at SI. No. 19 of Section J — 
Miscellaneous Items in the Negative List of Imports 
under Chapter XV of the Export and Import Policy, 
1992—97. As indicated against that item “Silver in 
any form” is not permitted to be imported except 
against a licence or in accordance with a Public Notice 
issued in this behalf. 


3. In terms of Ministry of Commerce Imports (Con¬ 
trol) (First Amendment) Order, 1992, Order No. 83) 
90—93 dated th© 29th February, 1992 “Gold in any 
form including ornaments but excluding ornaments 
studded with stones or pearls” is allowed to be im¬ 
ported as port of baggage by passengers of Indian 
orignal or a passenger holding a valid Passport issued 
under the Passports Act, 1967 (15 of 1967) subject 
to the conditions :— 

(a) that the passenger importing the gold is com¬ 

ing to India after a period of not less than 
six months of stay abroad; 

(b) the quantity of gold imported shall not ex¬ 
ceed 5000 grammes in quantity per pas¬ 
senger; 

(c) import duty on gold shall be paid in con¬ 
vertible foreign currency; and 

(d) there will be no restriction on sale of such 
imported gold. 

A person shall be deemed to be of Indian origin, if— 

(i) he held an Indian passport at any time, or 

(ii) he or either of his parents or any of his 
grand parents, was a citizen of India by vir¬ 
tue of the Constitute, of India or the Citizen 
ship Act, 1955 (57 of 1955); provided that 
the national of Palgstan or Bangladesh shall 
be deemed to be not of Indian origin. 

(iii) a spouse (not being a national of Pakistan 
or Bangladesh) of a person of Indian origin 
shall also, be deemed to be of Indian origin. 

4. Import of Silver in the form of coins from Nepal 
may be made by any person upto the value of 
Nepalese Rupees 100 at any one time. 

5. Import & Export of Gold and Silver miay also 
be made by the Reserve Bank of India or the State 
Bank of India without a licence as per the decision 
that may be taken by the Government in the Minis¬ 
try of Finance (Deptt. of Economic Affairs). Import 
of Spinnerettes mainly made of Gold may be made 
against an Import Licence obtained from the Director 
General of Foreign Trade, New Delhi, 

6. Import of personal jewellery made only or mainly 
of gold or of silver, which is worn on his[her person 
or which forms part of his|her personal effects or 
personal baggage may also be made without a licence 
provided that the value of such jewellery does not 
exceed the limit, if any, applicable to such person 
specified in the rules made by the Central Govern¬ 
ment under Section 79 of the Customs Act, 1962 for 
import free of Customs duty or if the value of import 
exceeds such limits, it is cleared by the Customs autho¬ 
rities on payment of the customs duty prescribed by 
law. 

This issues in public interest.
